Mexican - Americans 

By Luis Juarez 

A Mexican-American is an American 
citizen of Mexican ancestry. He could 
be a first generation American or one 
whose ancestors have been American 
citizens for many generations. 

The 15 million persons of Mexican 
origin now residing in the United States 
can be, however, as different from each 
other as night and day in their physical 
and social characteristics. 

Unlike other ethnic minorities such as 
Blacks and Orientals, the Mcxican-A mer 
ican physical characteristics can range 
fr om the blue-eyed blonde to the 
bronze-skinned, black-haired Indian. 
Between this European and Indian mix 
ture, an infinite variety of physical clum 
acteristics are found among the group. 

In a singel family, hereditary traits 
can bring out recessive genes hidden m 
the family for generations, resulting in 

irked physical differences among them 
elves causing the family members to 
nicknáme each other "el güero" (the with 
blonde hair) or "elpricto" (thewith dark 
hair) - whichever the case may lie. 

Mixed marriages in the United States 
bi tween Mexican-Americans and Arnold 
ca is of European origin are further pro 
during a more complex social and ethnic 
mi ting pot that can result in either a 
Mexican or Anglo-Saxon oriented child, 
depending on where the parent's cultural 
influence takes him. 

The Mexican-A mer ican's ability to 
speak the Spanish language can also range 
from good to none. 2nd generation Mex¬ 
ican-Americans arc rapidly losing their 
ability to speak Spanish. This trend, un 
fortunately, was forced upon many Mex¬ 
ican-American children not so many 
years ago by short-sighted teachers who 
insisted the children forget their mother 
language and concentrate on learning En 
g 1 i s h . 

Many American parents were also 
guilty of this misconception. The parents 
felt that the knowledge and use of Spanish 
by their children were also guilty of this 


miscial acceptance and economic pro¬ 
gress. 

The spectrum of acculturation ampng 
Mexican - Americans also ranges from 
one extreme to the other. On one, wo 
have what is called " stabilized pluralisiri' 
in which people of a minority group re¬ 
tain their way of life. For some Mexi¬ 
can - Ameicans, this is made possible 
for many reasons. Among them is the 

fact that Mexico is close and for many is 

\ 

a fairly óasy matter to sustain close ties 
with people in Mexico. 

Another reason is because they live in 
small communities where Spanish is a 
dominant languageor because the people 
live 7 in colonies within the city where the 
same condition holds true. 

The other extreme in the spectrum of 
acculturation is that of conformity to a 
specific way of life. 

Included in this category is a particu 
lar kind of person with whom we are all 
familiar - a person of Mexican descent 
who has chosen to adopt many segments 
of A mer ican life. 

These are individuals who have almost 
totally crosseil the cultural line, who can 
no. longer speak or understand Spanish, 
who seldom, if ever, associate with oth 
cr people of Mexican descent. 

No one actually knows how many have 
done this but one thing is certain - this 
process continues even today. This 
brings us toa third category, that of re¬ 
aligned pluralism - the kind of cultural 
change in which individuals of Mexican 
descent may become considerably Amer 
icanized. 

These groups, for one reason or ano 
ther, do hot feel they have been accepted 
by tlie larger society and, therefore, iden 
tify with other members of their et inie 
group. Here we find members of social 
groups, clubs; charity oriented organiza, 
tiohs and political groups. 

A fourth group is a kind characterized 
by the term "Bi-culturalism". There is 
a rapidly growing group of people who 
tend to be truly bi-cultural. These are 
Mexican - Americans who work equally

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effectively in both cultures. These people 
belong to the group kpown as" marginal". 

Regardless of what level of accultura 
tion the Mexican-Americans find them¬ 
selves, a common denominator for the 
group seems to be the traditional food & 
music of Mexico. 

There is a saying among Mexicans 
that no matter how much a Mexican may 
try to hide his national origin, if you put 
a tortilla in front of him, he instinctively 
knows how to roll a taco or cut it with 
his fingers to spoon the food into his 
mouth. Or if he hears a mariachi band 
playing "El Son de la Negra", he would 
not be able to control letting out, a healt_ 
hy yell. 

So here we have it - the complex pic¬ 
ture of the Mexican-American. Not one 
type, but many types which are simultan 

eously moving in more than one direc¬ 
tion and who, therefore, do not fit in any 
particular stereotype which may be 
passed off as theory.

A Raciest Conception of 
the Chicano 

Magazine drawings such as the one 
found in the last issue of El Excentri co 
symbolically reaffirm the inferior status 
of Chicanos in the eyes of not only the 
rest of the Chicano community, but also 
in the eyes of the Anglo community. The 
stereotype of the siesta taking Mexicano 
under the cactus is a misconception of 
how the Chicano lives; symbolically it 
suggest that Chicanos are comical, lazy, 
fat, and thieving. The consequence of 
this is logical: the Chicano is looked at 
as being "naturally inferior". To find 
nothing objectionable or distasteful about 
such a drawing, suggests tacit agreement 
with that image. 

In addition to the fact that drawings 
like the one found in El Excéntrico exhi¬ 
bit racist thinking at the expense of every 
Chicano, these drawings create an unfa¬ 
vorable racial and cultural ster eotype in 
the minds of people that previously might 
not have harbored them. It is assumed 
that the message which this drawing re¬ 
presents is an extention of a person's 
thinking, due to the educational retarded 
ness brought about by the ruling class of 
this society. 

The Chicano can not and will not ac¬ 
cept the racist views of his people, and 
if people persist in degrading LaRaza in 
this manner, they will have to be dealt 
with in order to bring to light the honest 
and truthful appreciation of Chicano cul 
ture. The person directly responsible 
for printing the sleeping Mexicano, chose 
to print this caricature because it ap¬ 
pealed to him as being "cfute". Obviously, 


he did not realize the political and social 
implications of this stereotype. This per 
son is now aware that the "sleeping Mexi 
can" was invented by publisher William 
Randal Hearst in reaction to an angry di¿ 
pute between him and the Mexican govern 
ment over the business of property. This 
man printed, in every newspaper own 
by him in the United States, a replica of 
the caricature which appeared in El Ex¬ 
céntrico. It is the responsibility of all 
La Raza to errase these attitudes which 
keep the Chicano from progressing for¬ 
ward. 

If El Excéntrico were not a Chicano 
publication, we would ordinarily demand, 
on behalf of the familial community, that 
you implement all the necessary precau 
tions to prevent such an error from re¬ 
curring. In view of the fact that El Ex¬ 
céntrico is a publication which reaches 
out to the Chicano community, it is'as¬ 
sumed that no demands need be presented 
to insure the community against further 
insult. However, because of the nat ure 
of El Excéntrico as a publication, w e 
ask, in the spirit of carnalismo, that 
its staff realize its responsiblity ot the. 
Chicano community. Hopefully, El Ex¬ 
céntrico will turn its negative error of 
printing the racist stereotype inte a po¿ 
itive alternative by educating, through 
its available facilities, the Chicano com 
munity on the subject of stereotypes and 
their effects on the Chicano. Realizing 
our responsibilities, we would be more 
than happy to assist in any way possible 
regarding this matter.
